But, dear Madam, yon are eontlmallv etn- 
ploj ing forms of si*eech, which, after discard- 
ing God, U duta not become you to ose Tou 
I «-t>isi in siieaking of Ju-tice.’

But j-on surely know that no entitv corrospund- 
iiig to any of these names is di<v.-over ible, or, 
u|>on your ground, imaginable. These all ex- 
press the el a bomtlon of certain Ideal agencies 
trum the observatioD of real facts. The nui- 
versal human mind makes these abstractions 
for iiM If out of an incalculable sum of oondi* 
liotiA actions, and intentions. To get along 
witbfint these words will indeed require the 
coining of a new vucabnlary. But if you will 
cut allow ua to exiims tbe extreme nnlfication. 
which is a perbuoificatiun of the sum of all 
g(X)d, we cannot allow yon to emplov the minor 
unilicatioDS. which express the coinixmeniB of 
that rum. For here the objections which apply 
to the whole apply equally to all its parts Be- 
twien n^ we shall thus deprivs the hum in 
mil d of Uwt power of abstra<^ion on which iu 
nt Itlest results are contingent Pi>r without 
this very twofold (lOwer of geocraliziag agency 
atid of ‘unifjtug acts, no process of buiaan 
thought, moral, soienlitir, or im iginalive, could 
be carried on to necful ends. 

In tbw connection, then, let ns cffll new c ma- 
dls thrriugbuul benighted Chiisicadom, to re- 
model the gmriinar aud the dictionary. We 
will keep only the words that express material 
processes and reeulte, these liciag for us ihconly 
bnbrtautial fucu Love and triend.ihip will lie 
dirpiiseed as inexact expressions. In their place 
we shall sfMwk of il»e .-iinulty of sex and the 
hflinit.v of iHierivK.. Tniik anid duty will not 
rail oar turn, lact and expedienev mu.4 replace 
them. We shall say that A. has oaioud to func- 
tion. when we snonenee his death. We shall 
I take tbe oath after the following formula; “.’io 
help D>e no God!” We shall make a world- 
wide auto dt- f» of tbe IXMiks of past ages— 
centies ol delmiun that continue to mis- 
lead mankind. Ruth Testaments mast 
go — Latin poets G'wek also. Dante must 
perirh in a brief bell of flame. AU tbe 
great thinkers will follow him. In langnage 
at d literature we shall make wide havoc, lu ^ 
m<inJe and manners we shall do no less. Every 
aesigzafile reason for Loan's discipline and im- 
prcAetiK-Dt, from the rudest to tbe most refined 
bUges of cnltnre, will be wiped oat at one Piach 
of the MarUaeau brash. “Do as yoa like as tar 
m vxia can” fe tbe simple starting-point of nv 
tniw. 'Tbare being no absolute reason why you 
sbovld do more ur better excopt the eoaipulsion 
, of ttiose who woald find your service and m id- 
eraikm osefnl to them, we should swiftly revert 
to the tyraoay of the few and the possivitv of 
the many, or, failiug that, to a state of aoardbv, 
ia which the exent* of bnraan paad'in would 
■end toward the rapid exUnctioa of tbe human 
ragx- Bo Buie do the rules of animal life sutB » 
for tbe gnidanoe of man. Ro little dues miitd 
avaO when oonrldered simply as a mochauical 
phenomenon, wlihont ideal canse or conra- 
qneboe, and with no inti Iniic obligaUuti save 
Ui<ae of ita own foriuitoua generation.

— A cor- 
resjHindeut writes us trum Saepberdsville the 
lullowing particulars in regard to the death of 
the notorious outlaw, Tim Wiggiuton. His let- 
ter is dated March 20lh. 

The gnerillws Tim ai d Ben WIgginton, Allen, 
and llnlaiau visited I'iii’s Pi in i on the m im- 
ing ol Wednesday last, and met with no resUt- 
ame. They notified the citizens that thcv hod 
oeleruiined to ux them A2U0, aud if they did 
not piise that amount by the tolluwing Sunday 
(vesurdav), tiicy would return and. burn the 
loaii arid steam-mill. 

They then crossed Salt river Into Bullitt 
com ly, ard rohited all the citizens living on 
the iicge road to SuepherOsvide as far us fu'is. 
.M.<rrdi's, stealing horses, mi-nev, rings, waichm, 
iXot, on the p utc, and atioui midnight of me 
.•-ame daj returned lo Bt:n Colltua’s, about half 
a mill from Pitt’s Point. On the route they had 
V apto.ed Ri< iiard Martin and .Mden Bureii, the 
latter of whom had recently belonged to the 
-8tb n'girrient Kentm ky volunteers, and wuo 
had tecu mustered out. 

Assimpu us it wa.1 art crtairied tlc4 tire giio- 
lilias were in Bullitt, aud had captured Mania 
auc B .rreil, some sixteen citizens of buiTitt Itv- 
it>g on the ridge near .Mi. Elen Caurch 
and on Knob Creek, assembled and started in 
prrrsuit, nine of them going toward Brooks's 
Maliou and seven going to ward Pitt's Poiat. 

1 ne party ihat had taken the road toward the 
latter j'lace. discovering the gueHlIos's horse# lu 
a shut at Ikn Collins's, placed themselves in 
umlusb in liout of Colliua's hou>e. uu-i fired 
ujaiii the outlaw# just as they were in the act of 
mounting, mortally wounding Tim Wiggiulon, 
w ho h'js since died, killing the horse un<ler hnn, 
ai.d bcvciciy wounding Allen aud H.lliaia. 
Uu'niun is reported to have since died, and 
Alien has been ru|>tured over in Hardin and 
cent to the military auiboriiies in L'luiivilte. 
Ttie guet ilius tied Uiw .rd Pill's Point, followed 
hv tire i’iti7in>‘, wl<o had fired on them as sum 
as thej could reload uud mount, and were over- 
taken and again tired al as tliey wgre crossing 
it. to H.-irdin is a skiff. Tbe terri man, nam>rd 
rrlpleit, at Pitt's Point, was also wounded in 
the arm, while attempting to row the gnerillos 
ai-roes iLuther. The citizeuauf Pitt's Point took 
no part in tbe engagement, and do not aUem;>t 
to resist or k< ep ont the guerillas, who are in 
the habit of visliii g the town frequeutiy fur the 
puriose cf bujiug whiskey.

SENATOR FOOTE’S \DDUESST0 THE PEO- 
PLE OF TENNESSEE. 

• fFroai the New York Trihuns.l 
We have reeeiveil a p-vmphJet just pntillihei 
in Lt'iidon by Mr Foote, recently Senaorr from 
Tennessee in tlie rei>el Oingresi at Kichmoml. 
and cuiiUiining an ai'count of his efforts to 
bring uh< ut |*eace. Mr Foote’s la.-t speechei 
in tberefiel Gorgiees, and bis so bser|uent escape 
tiuin the Confederacy, have attracted such gen- 
eral attention that bis statements will be re- 
taived with interest Tbe following isiliesub- 
Btunee of tbe pamphlet; 

Mr. Foote iieglns with reminding hU con- 
stiinents that when they sent him to Coagress 
at Kiehmond they were familiar with hia former 
‘devculon to the Federal Union,” aud his “zeal- 
oua and unbending opposition to everything in 
the shajie of natioHalittn.” They knew that he 
refhscd “all connection with theperil'vns scheme 
of secession in 1851,” and that, in 18(10, he had 
as lirtle in common with the boasted secession 
leaders ixs any other public man lu the ^>ath; 
that he had earueailv opposed aU the ineipiuot 
steps which had led to the fearful state of tffings 
then existing; that he had openly denounced' 
tlic sonductai.d motives of nearly all the pcom- 
Ireni lesd**rs in the secessi'in moveiueut; aud 
that Le hsd never fullv acquies(*d In the pro- 
prietT of entering into the war “until tbe S >uth, 
err Senators and Representatives in the Federal 
C< Dgressbad, with a wnnt of wisdom and true 
moral courage nnprecf dented in the world’s 
history. ingloriiNisly vacated their seats in that 
b* dy. and (duubuess in accordance with a plan 
previously agreed nt>on among them) hastened 
to the city of Mont gomery. framed a new Gon- 
stituti* u of Government, aud taken all the neudi'ul 
steps for tlie bringing on of a war, wUhoot the . 
immediate commencement of which they well' 
kre.w their scheme of di-nnlon would turn out- 
to i e altogether impracticable ” 

In the rebel Con press Mr. Foote clalnis to 
have alwavs made “a firm and unyielding op;>o. 
sitlon to tlie shameful efforts of .Mr. Davis and his 
servitors to undermine the pu'dlc litierties and 
e.'-tahlish a despotlira on their mins.” “At 
1*1 gth (three month.H ago) U became ri’UeiU to 
rvrrymanof ” with whom .Mr. Foote 

held Intercourse, “that nnless an earlv and an 
b< norahle Of ace conld he speedllv effcctwi the 
South would 1x5 Incvitablv ruined ” Mr. Foote 
ti en, sfUr fnely coniiilting with the lieet and 
wisest men he met, resolved to introdnee his 
well-known peace resolcilons in the ret>el Con- 
go rs. H'ls resolutions being njected by that 
body, he dt'enied it nci-es-urv to make aimilicr 
“nvnitw hai unusual experiment” to bring ab<j'ut 
1 care. 

String that “the Ckmfederate Govermient, 
in all its dcpHrlraciils, was most rajiidiy losing 
thr puidic coiilirience and lx3"oming p'*siiively 
odioni,” and that “tht Confederate ilnancial syi- 
tim was clesrlv In a atate bordering u;K>n col- 
l8p«e,’’ Mr. Kotite set ont from Richntomi about 
Ihcrmlier 20th. in coniiwinvtwilh his wife, wlro 
I ad a passiH>rt trom the Richmond anthoritii-s 
I inpowr-riiig tier to return u> their residen***.: in 
Nashville. On reaching the Potomac, Id W*>st- 
moreland county, he addres-tsd a letter toThom- 
t»s S. Boco* k. Speaker of the n licl House of 
Representatives, dated Deceinfxir 24lh. stating 
that he in'ended to v'lsit the citv of Wailiington 
“lor the pnrtsise of a cert ilning whether or not 
it li (■r.'ietkable lo obmln for the pct'ple of the 
Confi derate States an early and an honorable 
ixace,” and that this tnisrion w-os “cordially 
sanctioned by some of the whxsat and ino.it vir- 
tnons men now upholding the Con''ederate 
cause ” In a ivo6tsrrli*t to this letter Mr Fo-»te 
made known his resignation in Congre«.i. Mr. 
Foote did not tuccced In cr.x»iing the Potom vc, 
hut w 'S arrested and carried to Frederlckitinrg, 
whore be rtm-vined in milit v^v cu?t>xlv for near- 
ly a week, when he was llb<‘.rated on a writ of 
halx as con ns. He at ont e i>r<x;eeded to Rloh- 
nior.d, and there made his la^t harangue “in 
Ibat mobbisb 8.“senifilagc known as the Con- 
gress of UieCrmfedcraie Sutes,” “• efore a la-ge 
and ev ideully approving audkneo.” After that 
he at once rtVmned his original scheme of si-ek- 
ing accf fs to ti>e Washington auihorlilria. This 
lime fucceeded In reaching the hc.'.dquartei'S 
of General Devan, at T.ovlUsville Th*-re one 
ol the staff of tJcneral Sherld.m called on him, 
and received from him a letter to Secretary 
Seward, dated Jannan 80 18^6. In thli letter 
Mr. ?'oote, after having again referre<1 to his 
forn'cr opisfition to sece.ision movement®, pro- 
ceeds to sa> : 

‘ I ! nve now flip honor to in-r, for mv«.elf and 
fora i.arge liiimfei' of the mo.it weighty and 
ii.lhtciiliai slalesmt a that tbe 6>>uth coatoiui, 
nt <1 as 1 have good rcaviu to believe, in ac- 
con^unec with tbe wi.sbee also of a y -ry large 
iniijoritv of the sovereign people of the South- 
etn Sixtes, Whether in or out of the CvntVder- 
Me arm'u-s, liial we, the cGiiserValives of the 
Soulb. are rendv and anxious lo ente*' once 
n>orc into lrafcrn;d union with our fellow-citi- 
rens <‘f tbe North; that we are resolved, if an 
r'l'poriunlty of doing so Am<»»vi5/y sh dl bo af- 
foided ns, to withdraw at once from all polideal 
comcclion with the Government now located 
in the city of R chmoud, and to place ourselves 
aiid all we hold dear once more undor the pro- 
Uetton of the fl;»p of our fathers 
“No one knows better than I do that snob 
I'adflr ation as that which I now propose can 
eve*' come from Mr. Davis. His official poil- 
Uop and hia devotion to bis own selfl.ih schemes 
nfindlvldnal aggrandizement alike forbid it 
Blit 1« t President Lincoln issue a formal prorla- 
mitfum, addressed r<» /5e pf'tple nftkr. Conffdrr- 
atf Htntff rfferirg to them complete amnc.rfy 
f< r the past, and a full reitoratlon of the cm- 
siitiiiioiial rlgl ts which they formerly enjoyed, 
and they will imnu'diatelv hold convemious in 
all of the said Stares and vote thernielvofl b ick 
into the Fideral Union, calling home their 
irex'ps at once, and leave Mr. D.ivis to enfoy, ;ix 
be mav be able to do. the d*»*p 'tiirn which he 
bas ps*ai>lisb«'d, together with inch forfit/n pro- 
tfcfit n for himst lf and hlslgnofile projects as.it 
shall lie in his power lo secure.” 

Mr. Foofe thought tbit Kentnckr, M-irvland, 
Virginia, TeTire*=see, North Cindina, ami .Ar- 
Vansas would be sure to follow the (•xaniide of 
Man land snd Mls**onri and ab *li-h slavery, and, 
therefore, it would f>e safo to leave slvverv 
where tire Federal Conslltatlon left if; but if 
circumitam es should exist which would reader 
sui h a I'lan lmi>< ssitile, be was pre;>Bred to siv 
In Ix-i alf of those whom he lepiwented that 
tl cv w’ll agree, to snch a change of the Federal 
Constitnlion ae w ill secure the entire extinction 
of slaverv on the 1st dny of ftnU'try. 1900, and 
which will provide alro fitr the frewom of all 
perKiLB of African lilrxxl who shall bo born 
after tbe 1*< dny of Jativiirp. 1«;)0. • 

Mr. Ftxue also declared that he stood ready — 
“To make such further revelati'>ni. both ai to 
farts ai'd persims, AS will leave no doubt nt>on 
the minds of Pn.'sideut Lincoln and h'ls comtlfu- 
tlonal advisers tiiat ample facilitiee exist for the 
brlrglrg about, in the short peri.xl of forty 
davs trx>, snch a counter rewJution-Aa la above re- 
ferred to. All that I desire is, to receive auu- 
ritnrt that the information which I deem it 
i>toj'er. for reasons alike of prudence and of 
hc*>tr. to hold for the iiresent in reserve. If Un- 
paned, will conduce to the re«toratlon of (>eace 
and the re-establishment of the Federal Union, 
in a D^aDcer and ui>ou terms coiisislent with the 
present honor and future safetv of tbe South, 
and I will at once jiroceed to make full disclo- 
aurea.” 

Mr. Seward acknowledged the receipt of this 
commnnicalion. and stated that any further 
c< mmunication which Mr. Fixite might think it 
pn per to impart to tbe Government might be 
<1 D.miinicated in the same manner aa the fl'St. 
Major-General Sheridan was directed either to 
pass Mr. Foote back within the insurgent llne-i, 
if be so chose, or to send him to Major-General 
I)!x, who would be instructed to allow him to 
pass be'cnd the Jurisdiction of the United 
Slates. Mr Foote chose the latter c m rse. From 
New Turk be addressed a second letter to Mr. 
Scwaid, dattsd February 6, 1865, reiterating Uls 
foimer t’eniiments aud siatcmenu, aud es- 
tx-cialiv emphasizing his readiness to eitiblisl( 
ilic fact b> tesiimouy of the moat trustworthy 
‘ebnraefer, that a large majority of the more 
»n!igl icned citizens of the South hive at last 
c< n e to the conclusion, in which I c*onfei* th-*t 
I do for Of e ra< st fully concur, that should they 
»M ever sncccssful in the. prosecution of the 
wur iHiw in pn*gre-«s, thej- would find Uiem- 
M Ives at tlie « iid of it an enslaved and wretched 
leople, snd that Sonfhern Independence, at one 
tinn M* tliouglillessly coveted and so zealou-Iv 
striven fix-, woukllie, if attained, precisely tha 
ni< SI tittfilorabke calamity which could possibly 
rx^tHlI tb* m.” 

Mr. Ftxife did not w.iU f'r a reply to this 
i-omniuiih-ation Imt al once t;ugig*'d a pus vge 
lo L'V* rnrx'l. On board the steamihlp he wai 
informed that his second commnnlcatlon had 
Ncn I'laied in the hands «>f President Lincoln 
I* r mipS IT* ration. l»nt having no special reason 
for HnqHM-Ing that it had been m*»re favorably 
■ec<-ivcd than the ftumcr. he set aalf. On brard 
'lie iiiitil steamer he wrote anotheF letter to 
Pre»i('ent Lincoln, urging a raodilh'ation of tbs 
t* solution then l*eforc the Omgresa at W.-*sh- 
ii'gt* n for aboliehing slavery bv a constitutional 
an eT'Tnicnt, and expre*islng the belief that the 
iilorotment of the Monr-xr doctrine would be 
:i n>eabi- of cordial reconcilement 
Id c* iiilushat. Mr. K<x>le entr**ats his coun- 
m m* n, “whatever may be the action *rf Pr*.5sl- 
dent Lincoln up*m the iwoiHieiibxrs sabtnhted

Sherman haa been enconraged by long im-

not f.iily iiili.iging, tmt burning and d**8tro. Ing 
boutes and outraging helpless iieople at bis 
|I*asure. He seems to have almost reached 
the ct'UcIusioD — and not quite without some 
show of rea.ion— that oar (4overnment hid 
abandoned all claim to the rights of belliger- 
ents. and all privileges under the laws of war, 
and luid iM-i-epted for itself and for us the posl- 
ti<>n of criminals evading and postponing as 
long as pfxtsible tbe d.ay of lawrul retribution 
for our ciinn-8, but u*t more presnmiug to exer- 
cise retaliation than a band of skulking outlaws 
w*vul*i pr*'teud to retaliate, a« trelllgerent#, upon ' 
the 8h* riff and the poe.te eomitat>i.i. Geuoral 
Hampton has put an cud to this delusion; aud 
when Sherman writes to him, with his u.iuiil 
affectation of snjierlorlty, Ihit he nnderstands 
twenty-seven of his “foragers” have been "mur- 
dertti,” and that he Ixvs ordered a sirbilar num- 
ber of prisoners In his bauds “to be dli;x>sed of 
in like manner,” Uamptt n sternly replies by re- 
minding him that there is snch a thing as the 
law of war — that he (Shermau) and Iho troops 
under his command, have habitaally violated 
that law by “firing the dwellings of those citi- 
zens whom they have robhoii” — that accord- 
ii gly he (General Hampton) has ordered bis 
men to shoot down any marauders found so 
employed as if they were wild 1>easti; an i that 
in Uie meantime he bolds flftv six of Shertn in’s 
men os hoMafca for tbosq wboot Sberustu hkd 
ordered to w execut«5d. Sherman’s letter 
to Hampton is dated Febmirv 24, and iho 
rei>ly on tbe 27th. General Sherman at that 
tiure said, “I bold about a thousand prii m rs, 
capimCd in vat ions ways, andean stand it as 
long ae you." The prisoners, captured in va- 
r'muB wnyi^ of course Include stich non-c 'm. 
bataiit ('4>nfe«1frares a.s he has thought proper 
to arrest; and he thus signifies hLi inteniion to 
‘ munier” thore peaceful citizens dragged from 
iLeii ewn hearth# in rttnllalion for the execu- 
ti«in * f his thievish “forvgers” caught burning 
houses. Thus he boasts that be can st-ind it as 
long as the other. Since tbe date of the letters, 
indeed, oqr forces have captured about two 
thousand Federal soldiers in lair fight; but 
probaldy Geiieml Sherman means to m.ike the 
balance even by picking up a number ot old 
men, or even old women, and making them an- 
swer Hampton’s murders “to (fie extent of life 
for life.” There would be nothing new in this, 

, for the Yankee Wyld in North Carolina had the 
brntalltv to arrwt'lndles and pul them in irons, 
and notify General Pickett tiiat he would retal- 
iate upon them whatever should be iufUciod 
nixm Confederate deserters. wU<>m he rhoie to 
call his enllsU'd soldiers. Thli 1.# a mo**t revolt- 
ing and horrible kind of contest U> enter upou; 
liut if General Sherman cIukiscs to provoke it, 
there is no possibility of evading it with safety, 
and General Hampton, at leart, is apparently 
Dot the man to evade iL He seems to be aware 
that even for the sake of hnmanicy he must go 
tbiougb with tire repulsive and hide *ui task, 
aud tiiat the real b;irbarian is he who makes a 
]>retexL of humanity U> avoid that duty, au<l so 
leaves his own soldiers aud his own fello'w-citi- 
zens t*> 1x5 exeeuUkl as felon* with Impimitr, 
There is reason also to believe that «ffher 
commanding officers in the 0uuf*xleratc service 
ore tin d of tbe old system of enduring every 
outrage to their men “for tbe sake of humani- 
ty ;” aud that we are about to see tbe Yaukees 
taught a new Icssou in the art of war, whereof 
they i*taud very much in need. Sherman’s ex- 
pretsion, “1 can stand it as long os you," iodi- 
cat s {irecisely the whole philosophy of the the- 
ory and practice of roiali itiou. If one of two 
bdligeients commence the sy stem of outrage 
unjustified by the laws of war, and the other is 
alraid to retaliate, or sU'iis short of full and 
siifficient relribution. then l^ie belligerent who 
can stand it the longoei must be left mxstcr of 
Uil- simalion at last. 

Prom this l>euer understanding of tbe real 
dictates of humanity, and fiom the excellent 
spirit shown by our citizens throughout tnc 
land in sharing their prtxluee with those brave 
soldiers who are their sole suteguard, both for 
pro]>eitv aud tor life, go<x] omens miy he 
draw n for tbe campulgu ou which we now en- 
ter.
